POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
It was 10 years ago today at 7:30 p.m. that the 
Soviet Union fired into orbit Sputnik, the world’s 
first man made satellite. 
This m arks the beginning of the second decade 
of the Space Age. This is the decade in which the 
United States is committed to put a man on the 
moon. 
Sputnik produced many changes. 
It shocked the people in the United States to 
their heels. 
The complacency of the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration was broken. 
Before Sputnik the peaceful pace of the admin­ 
istration seemed to fit the national mood. 
It 
had been a period of consolidation of gains and 
relaxation after years of innovative social pro­ 
gram s. 
After Sputnik the American people immediately 
lost any desire to rest on their oars. 
Vice President Richard Nixon expressed plea­ 
sure at an Oklahoma City meeting of editorial 
w riters about the effect of Sputnik on the Eisen­ 
hower administration. 
He explained that the President had been under 
heavy pressure to maintain a program of rigid 
economy in the national government. 
The competition from Sputnik, he explained, 
relieved this pressure and would perm it the 
administration to spend in order to try to catch 
up with and pass the Russians, if possible, in 
space achievements. 
There is no doubt but that Sputnik vastly in­ 
creased spending by the federal government. 
The pace continues at an intensified rate. 
There are many critics in both political par­ 
ties. 
Regularly they rise to protest that “ if the 
United States can spend billions to put a man 
on the moon surely they can find enough money” 
to do everything from killing rats in slums to 
helping the mentally retarded. 
Nobody knows the benefits from putting a man 
on the moon but they probably will be far reach­ 
ing — affecting both the national defense and 
possibly having many peaceful applications. 
The competition of Russia and other countries 
cannot be ignored. 
The challenge must be met 
and the uncertainties — profitable for us or 
not — must be resolved. 
It is academic to 
argue otherwise. 
Yes, the prospect is for more spending in 
the next decade. 
Vice President Hubert Humphrey probably is 
as happy about it now as Nixon was 10 years 
ago in Oklahoma City. 
At any rate it fits in well with the philosophy 
of the Great Society.

Oct. 5, 1967, is Tishri 1, 5728, on the Hebrew 
calendar — the first day of the seventh month 
— and thus will be observed as Rosh Hashanah, 
or the Jewish New' Year. 
Rosh Hashanah is 
second in importance only to Yom Kippur (the 
Day of Atonement), which falls this year on 
Saturday, Oct.

Rosh Hashanah to Yom Kippur is known as 
the High Holy Days, or Days of Awe. 
Among Jews everywhere, Rosh Hashanah is 
revered as the day of judgment, when all the 
people of the earth pass before God and are 
marked in the “ Book of Life” or in the “ Book 
of Death.” 
A distinctive feature of the New 
Year is the blowing of a shofar (ram ’s horn 
trumpet) to summon Jews to their penitential 
observance. 
Yom Kippur is a day of prayer 
for forgiveness of sins committed during the 
year.

It was IO years ago today at 7:30 p.m. that the 
Soviet Union fired into orbit Sputnik, the world’s 
first man made satellite. 
This marks the beginning of the second decade 
of the Space Age. This is the decade in which the 
United States is committed to put a man on the 
moon. 
Sputnik produced many changes. 
It shocked the people in the United States to 
their heels. 
The complacency of the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration was broken. 
Before Sputnik the peaceful pace of the admin­ 
istration seemed to fit the national mood. 
It 
had been a period of consolidation of gains and 
relaxation after years of innovative social pro­ 
grams. 
After Sputnik the American people immediately 
lost any desire to rest on their oars. 
Vice President Richard Nixon expressed plea­ 
sure at an Oklahoma City meeting of editorial 
writers about the effect of Sputnik on the Eisen­ 
hower administration.

Sehoendienst of the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals looks for the 1967 World 
Series to go six or seven games 
and says that he doesn’t know who 
will win but “ it will be a good 
Series.” 
The St. Louis party arrived in 
Boston late Monday for the open­ 
ing battle for the world champion­ 
ship Wednesday at Fenway Park. 
When told that many oddsmak- 
ers were establishing the Cardi­ 
nals as the favorite, Sehoendienst 
said, “ That’s nice, but odds don’t 
make any difference.” 
He added, “ If we should lose the 
first game, we’d be the under­ 
dog.” 


Sehoendienst, who played second 
base for the Cardinals when they 
opposed Boston in the 1946 Se­ 
ries, said his team is in good 
physical condition for the fall 
classic. 
He nominated hard - throwing 
Bob Gibson, a right-hander who 
won 20 or more games in 1965 
and 1966, as the Redbirds pitch­ 
er in today’s opener. Gibson, who 
broke his right leg in July, has 
pitched impressively since re­ 
joining the club in September. 
To make room for Gibson on the 
Cardinals’ 25-man series ros­ 
ter, the Redbirds took John Ro­ 
mano, no. 3 catcher, off the ac­ 
tive list.

On June 8, 1967, Young escaped 
from the Washington State peni­ 
tentiary, Walla Walla, while ser­ 
ving a life sentence for first de­ 
gree murder. 
A 
federal warrant 
was is­ 
sued on July 6, 1967, at Walla 
Walla, 
charging 
1dm with un­ 
lawful flight to avoid prosecution 
for the crime of escape. 
Young’s lengthy criminal career 
began in 1932 when he was con­ 
victed 
of robbery and incar­ 
cerated briefly in the Montana 
State Prison. He was 
released 
on parole in June, 1933, and four 
months later received a one-to- 
ten year sentence in Washing­ 
ton state for second degree bur­ 
glary. Young was paroled after 
serving one year of his sen­ 
tence and approximately 
one 
month later he committed a bank 
robbery in the State of Washing­ 
ton. Upon conviction 
he 
was 
sentenced to serve a twenty - 
year 
term 
at McNeil Island, 
Washington, federal penitentiary. 
While 
confined 
at 
McNeil 
Island, 
Young 
made an un­ 
successful attempt to escape and 
in June, 
1935, he was trans­ 
ferred to Alcatraz, California, 
to serve the remainder 
of his 
sentence. There he gained 
a 
reputation 
as 
one 
of

"Rock’s" most dangerous in­ 
mates. 
In 1939, Young, "Dock" Bar­ 
ker and three other prisoners 
attempted to escape from Al­ 
catraz.

Barker was killed during

attempted escape.

stabbed and killed one of the 
inmates who had been involved 
in the escape attempt.

And, if getting caught 
wasn't bad enough, he nearly flipped when Captain Hoss was 
appointed to defend him at his court m artial. Captain Hoss was 
none other than a veterinarian. 
“ Somebody's kidding," Fester protested at the court m artial. 
“ If I'm going to have to stand trial, I want a lawyer. Not an 
animal doctor. After all, I haven't got hoof and mouth disease. 
I've been charged with a serious crim e." 
“Sorry," was the answer, “ but this is the army. All a soldier 
is entitled to at a court martial is an officer to defend him. 
And, you've got one. A good one. Captain Hoss really knows 
his oats.” 
All his naying, however, did Fester no good. He was forced to 
stand trial with Captain Hoss at his side and he was convicted. 
Tossed 
into the 
stockade he 
demanded his release in the 
Federal Court. 
IF' YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you order Fester's release 
for having been saddled with a veterinarian as a lawyer?

And,if getting caught 
wasn't bad enough, he nearly flipped when Captain Hoss was 
appointed to defend him at his court martial. Captain Hoss was 
none other than a veterinarian. 
“Somebody's kidding," Fester protested at the court martial. 
“ If I'm going to have to stand trial, I want a lawyer. Not an 
animal doctor. After all, I haven't got hoof and mouth disease. 
I've been charged with a serious crim e." 
“Sorry," was the answer, “but this is the army. All a soldier 
is entitled to at a court martial is an officer to defend him. 
And, you've got one. A good one. Captain Hoss really knows 
his oats." 
All his naying, however, did Fester no good. He was forced to 
stand trial with Captain Hoss at his side and he was convicted. 
Tossed 
into the 
stockade he 
demanded his release in the 
Federal Court. 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you order Fester's release 
for having been saddled with a veterinarian as a lawyer? 
This is how the Judge ruled: Fester went free. The Judge 
held that the 6th Amendment of the UJS. Constitution gives a 
soldier, as 
well as a civilian, the right to counsel when 
charged with a serious crime. And, the Judge concluded, this 
presupposes that such counsel will be someone who has had 
some experience and training in the law. Merely being an 
officer is not 
sufficient to meet the constitutional require­ 
ment.
